strange restriction to place upon 
ministers today. 
3. Their 
Message 
(v. 
7). 
"Thw 
kingdom of heaven is at hand.” This 
meant that the promised kingdom of 
Israel was at hand, that Jesus Christ,# 
the promised King, was present and 
ready to set up Ilfs kingdom If they 
were \\ ih.ng t«> have it. 
This differ^ 
widely from the message of the min­ 
isters today. 
After the church 
ia 
translated, the same message will be 
taken up for a brief time by the re­ 
maining remnant, (^ee Acts 15:13-18;
